Buena  Tista  County  \:S.s  established  by  the  Third  loiva  General  Assenbly  on 
January  15,   1851,  l/    It  was  najned  in  co:;: lenoration  of  the  battle  by  that  name 
in  the  iie::ican  ITar. 

The  first  settlers  on  record  vrere  Abner  Bell  of  New  Jersey,   his  brother- 
in-lavr,  T.".  K.  '.Teaver  and  family,   and  Jolin  \h  Tucker  who  came  to  the  northern 
part  of  the  coujity  and  settled  alon^,  the  Little  Sioux  River  in  1853,     They  es- 
tablished their  settlement  at  a  point  noxr  called  Sio^ux  Rapids,     Others  soon- 
came  and  a  thriving  coriimunity  -v/as  established.    However,   in  1857,   their  settle- 
ment -.-as  broken  up  Idj  Inkpadutah  and  his  band  of  Sioux  Indians  Tfho  vrere  com- 
mitting; depredations  in  northern  Iowa*     This  finally  culminated  in  the  Spirit 
Lake  Hassacre  in  Dickinson  County.     After  this  trouble  \i±th.  the  Indians  was 
ended,  m.ost  of  the  settlers  returned  and  the  county  goverrunent  xra.s  established 
in  1859»     The  county-seat  ■■/as  located  by  the  comiTissioners  in  the  northv.-est 
quarter  of  Lection  18,   Tovmship  93  and  Ran^e  58c     The  place  v/as  na:ied  Prairie- 
ville  but  it  never  ^ot  beyond  the  paper  stage. 

Buena  Tista.  County,   in  cojav'.on  with  most  of  the  northvrest  counties  of  the 
State,  \:o.r>  a  victim  of  crooked  promotion  schem.es  of  the  early  county  officers » 
Eo"""ever,   after  18S5,   the  county  govermient  pr.ssed  under  the  control  of  honest 
men  end  the  county  bejan  to  prosperc 

In  lS5o,   a  Ilr.  Barnes  laid  out  the  toraa  of  Sioux  Rapids  near  the  Little 
Sioux  River,   but  the  Indians  were  threatenin;;  and  the  intense  cold  of  that 
vfinter  so  disheartened  Tr.  Barnes  tha.t  he  left  the  county.     Barnes  Grove  and 
Barnes  Toimship  perpetuate  his  namoo     Sioux  Rapids  functioned  as  the  county- 
seat  for  :.iany  years,   but  in  1870  the  toi.x  of  Storm.  Lake  was  laid  out  by  John  I. 
Blair,   a  railroad  :aan,   and  in  1878  it  becaiue  the  county-seat.  2/ 

At  one  time,   Storm  Lake  v:as  called  Boyer  Lake,  but  the  unpleasmt  expe- 
rience of  an  old  trapper  and  a  party  of  surveyors,  who  v:ere  caught  in  a  storm,

Area 

Buena  Vista  County  is  approximately  2<I.-  miles  square,   embracing  571  square 
miles  ^-/,   or  565,440  acres.     Of  this  nui-iber,   361,611  acres  5/  are"listed  as 
farm,  lands*     There  are  seventeen  civil  tor.aaships  in  the  county.     It  ranks 
thirty-second  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,    sharing  this  place  rrith  Carroll 
and  Dela';ra-e  counties.

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Soils 

The  soils  of  T]uena  Vista  CoxmtAr  arc  fjrouped  into  three  classes  according 
to  their  origin  and  location:  namely,   driTt,  terrace,   and  swajnp  and  "bottom- 
land.    The  drift  soils  cover  94.2  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  Carrington  loajns — 76.4  percent,  Tlehster  loams — 17.7  percent,  and 
Clyde  sand — 0,1  percent.     The  terrace  soil  covers  0.5  percent  of  the  surface 
and  has  but  one  tj^pe — the  O'lJeill  Iomus,     The  svfamp  and  bottom-lands  cover  5,3 
percent  of  the  su.rface  and  are  divided  into  'Tabash  loams — 4,6  percent,  La:nou.re 
silty  clay  loam — 0.2  percent,   peat — 0,2  percent,   and  muck — 0,3  percent.  ^/ 

Topography 

The  upland  of  Buena  Vista  County  is,   in  general,   a  gently  rolling  plain. 
In  places,   particularly  in  Brooke  ToT/nsliip,   the  sixrface  is  broken  by  the  Little 
Sioux  ?.iver  and  Brooke  Creek.     Here  the  slopes  are  steep  and  the  srnall  drain- 
agevrays  are  almost  gulches.     In  the  re:iainder  of  the  county  the  streaias  are 
separated  by  long,   low  ridges,   some  of  T.i\ich  are  almost  flat.     In  the  larger 
part  of  the  county,  where  there  are  very  ferr  stream  valleys,  the  surface  shov/s 
a  confusion  of  irregular  mounds.     The  general  trend  of  these  small  elevations 
is  from  the  northvrest  to  the  southeast. 

A  divide  runs  across  the  county,   passing  through  Storm  Lake  and  Alta, 
separating  tho    "i3sissir)pi  and  I'issouri  IQiver  s^^'stems  in  this  county.     In  gen- 
eral,  the  lend  north  of  Alta  slopes  to  the  north,  while  east  of  the  divide  the 
prevailing  slope  is  to  the  south.     The  part  of  the  county  east  of  tho  divide 
is  drained  almost  entirely  by  the  Coon  fdver,     Tlie  Little  Siotix  River  drains  a 
narroTr  area  in  the  north  central  portion  and  the  vrestern  part  of  the  coiinty  is 
drained  by  Ilaple  Creek.    A  small  area  south  of  Storm  Lake  drains  into  the  Boyer

Population 

Because  of  Indian  threats  and  the  fraudulent  acts  of  some  of  the  first 
county  officers,   the  county  vras  slovr  in  settling.     The  first  census  in  1G60 
listed  the  number  of  inhabitants  as  57  ond,   in  1865,   there  were  but  100,  Iloyr- 
over,   in  1070  there  were  1,  585  inhabitants  and  from  that  time  forvrard  there 
has  been  a  strong  and  steady  gro-vrth.     There  were  18,  667  residents  registered

In  getting  county  totals  of  prodLic- 
tion,  ''che  acreagV  "o'ther  than  that  husked  is  ••.lultiplied  by  the  ;deld  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  to^cal  acres  husked)  and  added  to  suiu- 
matiojis  of  individual  farm  productions  sliovrn  as  husked.  This  assumes  that 
acreage  •iiot  husked  v/ould  have  produced  the  srxaie  3/ield  er,  thf.t  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1938,   bo^th  'poor  crop  years,    separate  er-timetions  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  v/ere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  i.'as  felt  'bhat  farmers  in  those  years  •irould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  an.d  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  •';;hich  ".rould  have  a  different  and  lorrer 
yield.
